The Legislative Council is a 12-member bipartisan committee composed of six members 
of the Senate and six members of the House of Representatives, including the President of 
the Senate, the Speaker of the House, and the minority leaders from each house.^ 

The Legislative Council generally oversees the activities of the Legislative Services 
Division (LSD). Other statutory duties include: 

adopting rules governing personnel management for the Legislative Branch, 

including rules for employee classification and pay with the concurrence of the 

Legislative Audit and Legislative Finance Committees; 

appointing the Executive Director of the LSD; 

providing general supervision of and policy direction to the Code Commissioner; 

selecting studies to be conducted during the interim and assigning the studies to 

the appropriate interim committees; 

establishing time schedules and deadlines for interim committees, including dates 

for requesting legislation and completing interim work; 

assisting the LSD in providing oversight of the state governmental broadcasting 

service; 

serving as the appropriate legislative committee for consultation with the Board of 

Land Commissioners regarding the disposal, sale, or exchange of certain state 

lands; 

serving as a long-range building committee to recommend to the Legislature and 

the Montana Department of Administration construction and remodeling priorities 

for the State Capitol; 



^A member serving based on the member's leadership position who is in the last 
biennium of service because of term limits may appoint a legislator who is not term-limited 
to serve in his or her place.

Tine Legislative Audit Committee is a bicameral and bipartisan constitutional committee of 
the Montana Legislature. It consists of six members of the Senate and six members of the 
House of Representatives appointed by the Committee on Committees and the Speaker 
of the House, respectively. The Audit Committee appoints, consults with, and advises the 
Legislative Auditor. The Audit Committee reviews the audit reports submitted by the 
Legislative Auditor, releases the audit reports to the public, and serves as the conduit 
between the Legislative Auditor and the Legislature. 

The Audit Committee meets about six times during the interim to review staff audit reports 
and fraud hotline results, review personnel and administrative procedures in the Legislative 
Audit Division (LAD), and generally oversee the Division's activities.

The Audit Committee appoints the Legislative Auditor, who heads the Legislative Audit 
Division (LAD). LAD staff monitor the efficiency and effectiveness of state agencies and 
audit agencies' financial affairs. The LAD also conducts information system audits to 
determine the effectiveness of the state's computer resources. 
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Specifically, an audit of a state agency is conducted to determine whether the agency is 
efficiently carrying out the activities and programs authorized by the Legislature, whether 
the agency is properly managing expenditures, using funds only to further authorized 
activities and in accordance with the requirements of applicable laws and regulations, 
whether the agency is properly accounting for all revenues, receipts, and expenditures 
arising from its activities, whether the agency is adequately safeguarding and controlling 
its assets and using them efficiently, and whether the agency is accurately reporting and 
fully disclosing its financial status and the scope of its activities and operations to the 
Governor, the Legislature, and central control agencies. 

Section 5-13-31 1 , MCA, provides for a toll-free hotline to the LAD that Montana residents 
may use in reporting fraud, waste, and abuse in state government. The LAD is responsible 
for maintaining the hotline, reviewing all calls received, keeping a record of each call, 
analyzing and verifying the information relayed in the call, and potentially conducting 
additional work to document the activity. The Legislative Auditor is required to periodically 
update the Committee on the use of the hotline, results of the reviews, verifications, 
referrals, and any corrective action taken by the appropriate agency. The hotline number is 
1-800-222-4446 outside Helena and 444-4446 from a Helena location.

The Environmental Quality Council (EQC) is a 17-member committee created by the 
Montana Environmental Policy Act (MEPA). In general, the EQC reviews and appraises 
state programs and activities related to the environment to ensure compliance with MEPA 
(Title 75, chapter 1 , parts 1 through 3, MCA). Qther EQC statutory responsibilities include: 

administrative rule review, draft legislation review, and program evaluation and 

monitoring of the Montana Department of Environmental Quality, the Montana 

Department of Natural Resources and Conservation, and the Montana Department 

of Fish, Wildlife, and Parks and the entities attached to those agencies for 

administrative purposes; 

implementation of MEPA and oversight of state agency compliance with MEPA; 

maintenance of accurate environmental indicator data; 

water policy oversight; 

monitoring and reviewing state agency environmental and natural resource 

enforcement policies, recordkeeping, and prevention programs; and 

energy development and conservation monitoring. 



Membership 

The EQC consists of six senators, six representatives, four members of the public, and 
one nonvoting representative of the Governor. The House members are selected by the 
Speaker of the House and the Senate members are selected by the Committee on 
Committees. Two public members are selected by the President of the Senate with the 
concurrence of the Senate Minority Leader and two public members are selected by the 
Speaker of the House with the concurrence of the House Minority Leader. At least 50% of 
the Council's legislative members must be selected from the session standing committees 
that consider issues within the jurisdiction of the EQC.

Constitutional and Statutory Citation: 

Article V, section 14, Montana Constitution; Title 5, chapter 1, part 1, MCA 

Tine IVIontana Constitution and tine IVIontana Code Annotated provide tliat a Districting and 
Apportionment Commission must be appointed in tine legislative session preceding each 
federal population census. The Constitution directs the Commission to "prepare a plan for 
redistricting and reapportioning the state into legislative districts and a plan for redistricting 
the state into congressional districts". 

The Commission had specific deadlines for filing final plans for congressional and 
legislative districts once 2000 census figures were released. The Commission filed the 
congressional plan that went into effect for the 2002 general election and presented the 
legislative redistricting plan to the 2003 Legislature for its recommendations. 

On February 5, 2003, the Commission adopted a final redistricting plan. Commissioners 
Sheila Rice and Joe Lamson submitted the plan to the Secretary of State as provided in 
the Montana Constitution. Secretary of State Bob Brown refused to accept the plan based 
on House Bill No. 309, which had been signed into law by Governor Martz on February 4, 
2003. House Bill No. 309 required a plus or minus 1% deviation, and the plan had been 
drawn using a criterion of plus or minus 5% deviation. 

Secretary of State Brown filed a complaint for declaratory judgment on February 5, 2003, 
requesting "the court to determine the constitutionality and statutory validity of the 
Statewide Redistricting Plan adopted by the Montana Districting and Apportionment 
Commission". As of the date of this publication, the status of the litigation was unresolved. 
Upon resolution of pending litigation, it is hoped that a legislative plan will be in effect for 
filing and elections in 2004 for the 2005 Legislature. The Constitution provides that the 
Commission is dissolved upon the filing of the legislative redistricting plan, so the 
Commission's status is also pending.

Capitol Complex Advisory Council

The Capitol Complex Advisory Council is a 9-member committee created to review 
proposals for long-term placement of displays or the naming of state buildings, spaces, or 
rooms in the Capitol complex, to advise the Legislature on the long-term placement of 
statues, busts, memorials, monuments, or art displays within the Capitol complex, to 
advise the Montana Department of Administration (DOA) on interior decoration of the 
Capitol, and to advise the Montana Department of Fish, Wildlife, and Parks (DFWP) on 
grounds maintenance and grounds displays. 

By November 15 of each even-numbered year, the Council must report to the Legislature 
on requests that it has reviewed for naming buildings, spaces, or rooms and for long-term 
placement of items in the Capitol or on the Capitol complex grounds. 

Membership 

The Council consists of nine members, including two members of the House of 
Representatives appointed by the Speaker, two members of the Senate appointed by the 
Committee on Committees, a public representative appointed by the Governor, and the 
director or the director's designee of each of the following agencies~the Montana 
Historical Society, the Montana Arts Council, the DOA, and the DFWP. 

The DOA and DFWP provide staff services to the Council.

As provided in 75-6-203, IVICA, tine Drinking Water State Revolving Fund Program is a 
"program under wliicli tine state may provide financial assistance to community water 
systems and nonprofit noncommunity water systems". The program is co-administered by 
the Montana Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ), which manages the technical 
components of the program, and the Montana Department of Natural Resources and 
Conservation (DNRC), which implements the loan program and issues the bonds that are 
used for the state match to the federal grant. 

The revolving fund is a separate account in the state treasury from which loans can be 
made, debt obligations and insurance can be purchased, and other assistance can be 
provided to improve water systems. 

Each year, the DEQ must prepare an intended use plan for the fund, which must include 
descriptions of the projects that program funds will assist and the amount and type of funds 
to be allocated. This plan is subject to public comment and review by the Drinking Water 
State Revolving Fund Program Advisory Committee. 

Membership 

The committee has six members. Two members are appointed from the Legislature. Qne 
member must be from the Senate and one from the House of Representatives, and they 
may not represent the same political party. Qther entities that must be represented include 
the Montana League of Cities and Towns, the Montana Association of Counties, the 
DNRC, and the DEQ.

The 2003 Legislature established the K-12 Public School Renewal Commission to study 
and propose changes to improve K-12 public education in Montana. The specific mandate 
of the Commission is to examine: 

the revenue available for public education; 

the structure of school district governance; 

the methods of funding public education; 

the role of the state government in public education; and 

the role of the federal government in public education. 



A final report of the Commissions's findings and recommendations must be submitted to 
the Education and Local Government interim committee by September 15, 2004. The 
Commission may recommend legislation to the 59th Legislature based on its findings. 

IVIembership 

The Commission must include among its members the Governor, the Presiding Officer of 
the Board of Public Education, the Superintendent of Public Instruction, the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, the President of the Senate, the Minority Leader of the House 
of Representatives, and the Minority Leader of the Senate, or a designee for any of these 
appointments. In addition, the Governor, in consultation with the above members, must 
appoint a representative from the Juvenile Corrections Division of the Montana 
Department of Corrections and choose from 1 to 25 entities to designate a 
representative to serve on the Commission.

(Chapter 469, Laws of 1997) made possible the state's purchase and administration of 
Virginia and Nevada Cities and other historically significant state properties. To this end, 
HB 5 established the Heritage Preservation and Development Commission. The 
Commission consists of 14 members. The two legislative members are chosen by the 
Speaker of the House and the President of the Senate. The Governor appoints nine 
members of the public with backgrounds in tourism, history and historic preservation, 
community planning, and business. The directors of the Montana Department of Fish, 
Wildlife, and Parks, the Montana Historical Society, and the Montana Department of 
Commerce also serve on the Commission. 

Although the Commission is charged with overseeing the acquisition of culturally and 
historically significant properties throughout the state, its first order of business is to 
manage Virginia City and Nevada City.

The 2003 Legislature established the Property Tax Exemption Study Commission to 
conduct a study of property tax exemptions and to determine whether property tax 
exemptions contribute to or impede the goal of an equitable property tax system and 
determine whether existing property tax exemption laws should be modified or repealed in 
order to achieve the goal of an equitable property tax system. 

The committee must submit a written report of its findings to the Governor and the 
Legislature by November 1 , 2004, that must include options, if options are considered 
necessary, and proposed legislation necessary to implement any proposals. 

IVIembership 

The 10 members must include: 

two members from the House of Representatives, one from each party, appointed 

by the Speaker of the House; 

two members from the Senate, one from each party, appointed by the Senate 

Committee on Committees; and 

the following members appointed by the Governor: 

one representative of local government; 

one representative of K-12 public schools; 

two representatives of property tax-exempt organizations; 

one representative of business; and

The 2003 Legislature established the State Fund Study Committee to study the role and 
the sale of the State Compensation Insurance Fund and determine if it is cost-effective and 
in the best interest of the state, Montana employees, and Montana employers to sell all or a 
portion of the State Compensation Insurance Fund assets and liabilities and to create an 
assigned risk pool. 

The Committee must submit a report on the results of the study to the 59th Legislature. As 
a component of the report, the Committee must prepare any necessary legislation to 
implement a recommended sale. A sale of the assets and liabilities of the Fund may not 
be made unless the sale is approved by the 59th Legislature.

each party; 

two members of the Senate appointed by the President, one from each party; 

a representative of the State Auditor's Office, appointed by the State Auditor;

Passage of tine Workforce Investment Act by Congress in August 1 998 resulted in a 
transformation of job training and employment services, effectively replacing the Job 
Training Partnership Act system. The purpose of the Act, as provided in 29 U.S.C. 281 1 , is 
to "provide workforce investment activities . . . that increase the employment, retention, and 
earnings of participants, and increase occupational skill attainment by participants, and, as 
a result, improve the quality of the workforce, reduce welfare dependency, and enhance the 
productivity and competitiveness of the Nation". The Act further states in 29 U.S.C. 2821 
that the "Governor of a State shall establish a State workforce investment board to assist 
in the development of the State plan" and to carry out other functions. 

The Board provides broad guidance and oversight to Montana's two local Workforce 
Investment Boards. The State Board conducts its work through committees, and has 
established the following committees for the 2003-2004 interim: Executive Committee, 
Accountability Committee, Regulatory Committee, and the Economic Development and 
Business Retention Committee. The Board is staffed from the Commissioner's Office of 
the Montana Department of Labor and Industry.

The Board must include the Governor or the Governor's designee; two members of the 
House of Representatives, each from a different political party, and two members of the 
Senate, each from a different political party, appointed by the presiding officer of each 
respective chamber; and gubernatorial appointees who are business owners, business 
executives, elected officials of local governments, representatives of labor organizations, 
individuals with experience in youth activities, experts in the delivery of workforce 
investment activities, state agency officials responsible for managing one-stop centers, 
and any other appropriate representatives, as determined by the Governor.

Section 5-11 -305, MCA, authorizes IVIontana's participation in "appropriate interstate 
organizations", tine National Conference of State Legislatures (NCSL) among them. NCSL 
is a bipartisan organization that serves only legislators and their staffs. NCSL provides 
research, technical assistance, and opportunities for policymakers to exchange ideas on 
the most pressing state issues and is an advocate for the interests of the states in the 
American Federal System. 

Much of the NCSL's work is accomplished through 1 5 standing committees composed of 
legislators and legislative staff from across the country. The Legislative Council may 
appoint members to 2-year terms as delegates and alternates to NCSL committees. An 
appropriation in House Bill No. 2 pays the dues for Montana's membership in NCSL for 
each biennium. The appropriation does not, however, provide funds for legislator or staff 
participation in NCSL meetings or seminars.

Statutory Citation: Title 5, chapter 1 1, part 7, MCA 

In 2001 , the Montana Legislature pledged its participation in the Pacific NorthWest 
Economic Region (PNWER). The purpose of the PNWER is to synchronize the efforts of 
neighboring states and provinces to promote greater regional collaboration among the 
eight entities, enhance the overall competitiveness of the region in international and 
domestic markets, increase the economic well-being of all citizens in the region, and 
improve the quality of life of the citizens of the Pacific Northwest. 

The PNWER may promote its aim by endorsing uniform legislation or policy initiatives 
enacted by two or more participating states, provinces, or territories. States and provinces 
eligible to participate in the PNWER include Alaska, Idaho, Montana, Oregon, Washington, 
Alberta, British Columbia, and the Yukon Territory. 

The PNWER consists of a Delegate Council, which includes the Governor or a designee 
and four legislators from each participating state and four representatives from each 
participating province and territory, and an Executive Committee consisting of one 
legislator from each participating state, province, or territory who is a member of the 
Delegate Council and four of the Governors, Premiers, or Commissioners or their 
designees. 

Policy committees may be established to address specific topics. The Legislative Council 
is authorized under 5-1 1 -301 , MCA, to make Montana's policy committee appointments to 
the PNWER.
